MELLON WOULD 
SLASH TAXES 
ON J^A R Y 1 


Secretary of Treasury Says 
$300,000,000 Can Be Cut 
Oir The Tax Bill 


CONTINGENT ON BONUS 


Secretary Declares That Rec- 
ommendbtions Arc Coating- 
cnt on its Non-Fussage 


Washingluti, Nov. 12.—Federal tax 
revision under a program applying 
reductions to the entire range of 
pcr.sonal incomes and estimated to 
cut the nation’s tax bill next year 
by $323,000,000 will be recommended 
to congress by Secretary of the Treas- 
uiy Mellon. 
Outlining his proposed program in 
a letter to Acting Chairman Green 
of the house ways and means com­ 
mittee, published today. Secretary 
Mellon declared that contingent on 
the non-passage of a soldier bonus 
bill there should be for this year 
and for the next four or five year* 
a revenue surplus ^ above ordinary 
budget expenditures including the 
fixed dcht charges of something 
more than $300,000,000. 
This, he 
said, is a reasonable margin for tux 
revision and reduction. 
A soldier bonus measure, the Sec­ 
retary asserted, not only would post­ 
pone tax reduction “for many years to 
come” but would mean an increase 
rather than a decrease in taxes. The 
treasury, he said, adheres to the 
^“theory that the country would pre­ 
fer a BUbitantlBl reduction of taxa­ 
tion to the increased tax that would 
necessarily follow from a soldier 
bonus.” 
In the tax revision which he sug­ 
gested be made effective next Jan­ 
uary 1, Mr. Mellop recommended 
that taxes on earned incomes be re­ 
duced 26 per cent and the rate of 
normal taxes on incomes from 4 per 
cent to 8 per cent to 3 per cent anr 
6 per cent respectively. He proposed 
that the surtax rate be reduced by 
commencing application at $10,000 
instead of |6^00 and scaling them 
progressively rupwatd to 26 per cent 
on incomes of fl()0,000.

lis'.h language.

to the federal constitution. 
‘‘T hat the rig h t to teach a foreign 
language to pupils In a private school 
exists, there is no doubt, bu t such

may require," Judg'e Andrade’s deci­ 
sion said. 
“I am convinced th a t the 
law is within the

Having decided th a t the 
act is th e proper exercise of the po­ 
lice power of the legislature in such 
m atters, it necessarily follows th at 
it is n ot contrary to the provisions 
of the treaty of commerce and navi­ 
gation existing between the United 
States and Japan.

with letters to friends and relatives 
back in the fa th e rla n d s Then they 
sailed away to what was ultimately 
th eir last fight; they w ent down be­ 
fore the English off the Falkland 
Islands in December. 
The letters never left Ponape. The 
Japanese got hold of them ultimately, 
and not long ago turned them over to 
the German postal authorities. Each 
communication bears a specipl stamp 
reading: “Mail of the Pacific cruiser 
squadron of August, 1914.”

Sees Great Future for Russia 
and Says Soviet Govern­ 
ment Is Stable 


United Slates Senator E. F. Ladd,

Sunday afternoon, told an audience 
some of his impressions on a recent 
trip tlirouRh Russia made in com­ 
pany with 
Senator Kinj- of 
Utah, 
ConKrcssman F re a r of Wisconsin and 
others. 
Senator Ladd recommended 
th at the United States 
enter 
on 
trade relations with Russia and that 
the naestion of recot-nition be con­ 
sidered later. 
• 
“ Tlie Soviet form of 
Rovcrnment 
is not w hat wo want in the U rited 
States, but it is the stable form of 
government 
there and 
perhaps is 
better suited to the needs of the peo­ 
ple at this time than a democracy,” 
Senator Ladd' said, referrinR to the 
great percentage of illiteracy among 
Russian people. 
‘'The Soviet gov­ 
ernm ent has been cruel, hut so had 
been the i;ovcrnmcnt of the Czar.” 
Russia, he said, is on the way to 
recovery and'Y rogrcs's, and has a 
sound business (loliey. 
The time has 
come when the United States and 
Russia, should do business with each 
other, he said, recommending trade 
relations such as England has under­ 
taken ' but not recognition at this 
time. 


Grow Industrially 
Senator Ladd said he believed Rus­ 
sia would be a big industrial nation, 
because they are going at the m at­ 
te r in a systematic manner. 
He al­ 
so said he believed the high officials 
of Russia wore absolutely sincere, 
adding th at down below there are 
a good many who are not. There are 
many g rafters and hangers-on in the 
government, as there were before the 
war, he said. 
Senator Ladd said that he was not 
sympathetic with the present form 
of government in Russia, b u t th a t 
did not mean it may not be a b etter 
form of government than some other 
form for the people at this time. The 
fact th at the atheists have gained 
control of many departm ents of the 
government docs not mean th a t the 
people are not religious, he said, add­ 
ing th a t the Russians were the most 
religious people he had ever knowiv 
He said th at he did not mean to say 
th at there wa.s 
no persecution 
in 
Russia, but added that 
it was not 
more cruel than the Czarist govern­ 
ment. 
Russia, he 
said, has 
never 
been as bad as painted by the propa­ 
gandists. 
He saw churches crowded, 
and crowds waiting on the sidewalks 
to get in, he told the audience. 
MiscrabPe famine conditdons grew 
out of crop failures and the destruc­ 
tion of war, he said. 
There ate over 
4,000,000 
orphans in 
Russia. 
The 
government is caring for 1,500,000 of 
them. 
Senator Ladd discussed the 
work of the American relief agencies 
—the Quakers, Jew ish relief and the 
Hoover organization. All were prais­ 
ed for their work— in one place 70,­ 
000. orphans w e re 'c a re d for by the 
Near E ast Relief 
organization, he 


said. 
The Russia people, he added, 
are extrem ely grateful to America. 
Agriculture Rad 
“W hat is the condition of agricul­ 
tu re ? ” the senator aeked, and dis­ 
cussed this question. 
It is deplorable, he said—animals 
were swept away by the 
war, the 
country over-run 
by armies. 
The 
railroads are passable, but in poor 
sliape, he said. 
Ties have not been 
replaced, the cars are smaller and 
lighter than American car.s and tr a ­ 
vel "is slower. 
One feature of the 
famine was th at the railroads could 
not tran sp o rt food from one part of 
Russia to an other to relieve condi­ 
tions, he said.

market

German merchants, commercial
